the Great Central Plateau. 


A letter to the Paris Revue Francaise 
from Rie de Janeiro says that a scientiiic 
commission, headed by Senbor Cruls, has 
been appointed to select the site for the 
new capital of Brazi.. The capital now being 
at Rio, it is pot exclusively under the con- 
trol of the Federal Government. The con- 
stitution of the republic of Brazil provides 
that the capital shall be removed to a 
Federal district, like the District of Colum- 
bia in the United States. The commission 
is expected to suggest the best place it can 
Gnd tor this Federal dietrict. The head- 
quarters of the expedition will be on the 
great central plateau, several hundred miles 
northwest of Rie in the province of Minas 
Geraes. This on, «at an elevation of 
about 3,500 feet above the sea, is one of the 
most healthful parte of Brazil It is ex- 

cted that somewhere in this region, which 
ame the watershed between the great 
rivers Parana, Tocantins, and Sao Francisco, 
the Federal district amd the new capital 
will be located.

The entire’ 
waterfall and all the surrounding property | 
have just passed in the handa of the Quebec | 5 
Electric a Company, the price paid be- | 
ing $230 Already the company has 
been utilizing a portion of the water power 
from the river above the contaract as mo- 
tive power for their dynamos, which, situ- 
ated in a factory near the foot of the falls, | 
furnish all the lights for the illumination 
of the streets of Quebec. Now they are 
likely to draw off a0 largely increased an 
amount of water for the proposed extension 
of their operations that there will be little

Homestead Regulations 


All even nuubered sectious of Dominion 
Lauds iv Mavituba « the North-Weat 
Territories, except 8 aad 26, which have not 
been homesteaded, reserved to provade wood 
lots for settlers, or other purposes, may be 
hemesteaded by any who is sole 
head of a family, or male over eighteen 
years of age, to the cxtent of cue quarter 
section of 16u acres, more or less. 


EXTuRY, 


Eatry may be malo personally et the 
local land office in which the laud to be 


taken is situate, or if the Loimesteader de- | 


sires, he may, on application to the Minister 
of the Interior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner 
ot Dominion Lands, Win. ipeg, receive 
authority for some one to make entry for 
bin. A fee uf $10 is charged tor an ordinary 
homestead entry ; bat for lands which have 
becn ovcedpied av additional fee of $10 is 
chargeable to meet inspection aud cancella- 
tiow vApeLses.
